OklfA,U City, Ok., Aug. 12.—By 
indorsing the “administration of pub- 
lie affairs of this state by the dem­ 
ocratic party, in the legislative, exe­ 
cutive and judicial branches of the 
government as wise and economical, 
avoiding the issue of resubmission by 
declaring it has no place in parti­ 
san politics, and making both en 
thusiastic and stable the policy of 
harmony, the democratic state con­ 
n a tio n yesterday launched a cam­ 
paign that bids fair to outrival in 
Interest that of three years ago. 
Addresses were 
made 
by 
State 
Chairman J# B. Thompson of Pauls 
Valley, Judge Thomas H. Owen of 
Muskogee, United States Senator T. 
P. Gore, Senator J. Elmer Thomas 
cjj Lawton, Governor Haskell, E. J. 
Giddings of Oklahoma City, W. H. 
Murray of Tishomingo, Lee Cruce of 
Ardmore and others. 
The demonstration that marked the 
entrance of Lee Cruce into the au­ 
ditorium continued for ten minutes 
and probably is a record-breaker in 
Oklahoma political history. Chairman 
Thompson was speaking and reached 
r>oint in his address wrhere he 
mentioned “that matchless man from 
Ardmore,” and almost at this junc­ 
ture Mr. Cruce entered the auditor­ 
ium. Three thousand men sprang to 
their feet. Echoes piled upon echoes 
as they cheered until the air was a 
sea of rolling, reverberating sound. 
Men climbed to the top of their seats 
and perched upon banisters and rail­ 
ings. 


Of a sudden a monster wave of 
sneers reneged the waning pandem­ 
onium. “F 
Murray was 
on 
the 
floor. Grasping* the Johnston county 
banner from its station, he leaped 
into the aisles and began a march to­ 
ward the platform, 
his delegation 
following. 
Almost 
simultaneously 
Congressman Scott Ferris of Law­ 
ful, the home of L. P. Ross, tore the 
Ccmanche county banner frof its sta­ 
tion and started a second section of 
a 
grand 
parade. 
Other 
counties 
caught the inspiration and in a min­ 
ute every banner in the hall was 
waiving at the head of its moving 
delegation. Delegation after delega­ 
tion filed past the rostrum, wildly 
cheering and waiving hats and ban­ 
ners. 


The second demonstration followed 
the entrance of S< na tor Gore upon 
the rostrum. Judge Owens was speak­ 
ing wrhen the crowrd saw the blind 
senator. Again 
men climbed 
upon 
seats and waved hats and handker­ 
chiefs and umbrellas. They were not 
Quieted until Senator Gore approach­ 
ed the front of the stage, made a 
bow and retired to a seat. 
The next important outburst was 
provoked by the adoption of a res­ 
olution inviting W. « . Murray to 
make a speech. For fully a minute 
the audience applauded. 
Gov. Haskell’s appearance for a 
speech again brought the delegates 
and visitors to their feet and for

McGuire May Again Take Stand. 
Before leaving the stand in Mus­ 
kogee, Congressman Bir S. McGuire 
of the First Oklahoma District, whose 
name was again associated with the 
McMurray contracts yesterday in the 
testimony 
given 
by 
Congressman 
Carter of the Fourth District, inform­ 
ed the committee that he would join 
in the Osage Nation. It is presumed 
that Mr. McGuire will ask permission 
to again take the stand in refutation 
of the C arter testimony. 


That ‘‘immediate settlem ent" was a 
magic term with the Indians of this 
section w’hen contemplating deposi­ 
tion of their part of community es­ 
tates was further made plain at the 
committee’s short session here today. 
Dr. J. H. Miller of Antlers, an inter­ 
married citizen, who had frequent 
conferences with the old Dawes Com­ 
mission, was a witness called by Mr. 
Smith, attorney for McMurray. He 
signed the contracts for sale of prop­ 
erty and for resisting taxes, present­ 
ed to him by George Scott, and in 
doing so told the committee that the 
business was his and that he thought 
H' had a right to do as he pleased. 
We favored .the contracts. 
Why Indians Lost Faith. 
In showing why the Indian had 


had not been closed until March, 1907 
and that it w’ould have been impos­ 
sible to distribute the property un­ 
til it was determined who had rights 
but that he thought this could haw 
been expedited. He also admitted that 
the keeping off the rolls of 3,800 per­ 
sons not entitled to enrollm ent over 
which the nation paid Mansfield, Mc­ 
Murray & Cornish the big fee of $750- 
had been a great saving to the peo­ 
ple, which would not have been oth­ 
erwise, had the rolls been closed 
under a hurried plan. 


Large Fees Paid Elsewhere. 
Attorneys for 
McMurray 
brought 
out the fact tim there had been oth 
er employments in connection with 
tribal affairs in 
w'hich large fees 
were paid. The witness stated that 
after sixty-five years the Indians had 
been able to collect what was known 
as the net proceeds claimed, amount­ 
ing to $2,000,000. and that it cost $1.- 
000,000 or 50 per cent, to get it. In 
collecting the 
first 
leased 
district 
money the witness related that p 
progressive percentage plan had been 
necessary. First price was 25 per 
cent. but when there appeared no 
hope of getting a settlem ent the tribe 
added another IO |»er cent, and then 
to grease the wheels a little more, 
he said, 5 per cent additional was 
stipulated and paid, but that the In­ 
dians balked w’hen asked to give up 
2 1-2 per cent still more. This claim 
was paid by 
an 
appropriation 
by 
congress which amounted to about 
$3,000,000. out of which the percent­ 
age discounts 
were allowed 
Sena­ 
tor R. L. Owen and the "father" of 
the idea, he said, and with him had 
been associated a Mr. Stanley of the 
Choctaw’ Nation.
